The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is JP1 1279380 which blends poly(lactic acid) with methacrylic resin, but intends 
a "pearly" result rather than a transparent product. Strengthening agents such as MBS 
can be included (paragraph 17). The refractive indices of each of the materials should 
not be close in order to ensure less than complete mixing and therefore a "pearly gloss" 
(paragraphs 12,13). This opposite to applicant, who requires closely matched indices of 
refraction. Such close indices of refraction results in high transparency (ie light 
transmittance see tables 1 and 2) instead of a pearly product. 

WO02/092696 - US7282535 lists dozens (col 3- col 5) of thermoplastics a) 
including including polylactic acid. No example utilizes polylactic acid. WO02/092696 - 
US7282535 is not concerned with transparency or indices of refraction. Applicant has 
shown closely matching the indices of refraction provides a transparent product (table 
1). Applicant has also shown (table 3 C1 1 -CI 3) all grafted rubbers will not have an 
index of refraction close enough to meet the claims and therefore are less transparent. 
Picking polylactic acid as thermoplastic a) and ensuring that the indices of refraction are 
very close is not reasonably obvious this prior art reference.
